EDUCATING, NORTHERN INDIANS 


Faher Le Marche Tells of Re- 
sources of Northern Saskatche- . 
For some years the Rev.. Father 
Le Marche has been living 300 miles 
north of the dity of Battleford with 
his little band of Indians, gradually 
edudating them in farming and giving 
them the ‘best o. the wLite man’s at- 
tributes. The diocese lies in the Val- 


ley of the Clearwater, where during |. 


the last few years many ranchers, 
with thousands of head of cattle, have 
been located, ‘ 

Down from his northern mission, 
Father Le’ Marche tells of almost’ un- 
tapped and little known mineratyaiu 
industrial wealth. There are reported 
to be enormous beds of copp': 
traces of iron ore are noticed in mariy 
places. Forests of pulp wood are but 
waiting for the hand and brain of man 
to convert them into paper. On the 
rivers, which at present afford means 
of. transportation in this;northern dis- 
trict,-there are water. powers which 
when. harnessed will supply. thousands 
of horse power to turn\tue wheels of 
pulp and other mills anil provide elec- 
ricity for the communities, which will 
rapidly spring up with the advent into 
this country of railways, 

As far back ag 1851 there was set- 
tlement in this’ north éountry, but 
largely under the dominion of the fur 
trading companies. In that year the 
Rev.. Mr. Hunt, a Church of England 
missionary erected a.rough church 
which he paihted with a pigment of 
clay found in certain places in the 
torth, ana it is reported .that the 
building sv. painted is still in good 
repair. :

“In whest during 1913, Canada im- 
proved her position by 60,000 tons 
Over 1912 and by no less than 2,300,- 
000 tons over 1911. Although it was 
freely stated last year that Canada 
would nor Be able to maintain. her. im- 
ports with ncrmal crops In Russia, it 
is’ obvious .that these anticipations 
have been falsified in the event, the 
fact. being. that tre German milling 
trade is now s. impressed with the 
value of Canadian hard wheat for 
their purposes that they may be trust- 
ed to buy largely under any circum- 
stances, and with Germany's require- 
ments in breadstuffs growing . every 
year it is believed that purchases of 
Canadian wheat will continue on a 
progressive scale. . 

“The imports of oats from Canada 
are down, owing to a record harvest 
fm Germany. The receipts of Canad- 
ian feed barley show a considerable 
improvement, the cheapness and ‘Qual- 
ity of Canadian barley having proved 
attractive despite the enormovs offer- 
ings of Russian barley.”

Fire Notices in National Parks 

The Domifion parks branch has 
just gotter out a new fire warnirg 
notice for use in the national parks 
of the Dominion of Canada. These 
have been prepared in a very striking 
and attractive form. Formerly such 
notices were prepared on “cloth and 
were easily destroyed by the weather 
and not infrequently by porcupines. 
The new notices, however, are made 
of. tin, the. lettering baked enamel. 
These metal notices will withstand 
any kind of weather and are far sup- 
erior and much more durable than the 
old cloth notices. 

The initial cost is higher, but this 
is amply justified when the superior 
lasting qualities of the tiff over that 
of the cloth notices is taken into ac- 
count. The lettering ig in red and 
black sufficientl, large to be easily 
readable at a distance. At the top of 
the notice is a picture of a forest fire, 
depicting in a vivid manner the rav- 
age and devagtating influence of fires 
to the timber resources of the coun- 


These notices have been sent out to 
the various park superintendents and 
will be posted up in conspicuous 
places throughout the national parks. 


Study Air Currents of Arctic

The post office department has is- 


‘sued the following statement in re- 


gard to the parcel post service: 


“From numerous inquiries réceived | 
{from the public on the subject of par-| 


cel post it would seem desirable to 
jemphasize the fact that all restric- 
‘tions as regards weight and delivery 
have been removed. 

“Parcel post packages may be now 
.mailed up to the weight of 11 pounds. 
It had been the intention to limit the 
weight of parcel post packets. to six 
pounds during the organization period 
but as the organization of the parcel 
post was quickly made, heavier par- 
cels have now been handled for some 
time, it having been determined to 
give the public the full benefit of this. 
Parcel post packages may therefore be 
mailed up to the limit above stated. 

“The additional fee of 5 cents which 
was at first charged on parcels mailed 
for local delivery in places where the 
letter carrier delivery is in operation 
has also been abolished and this ad- 
ditional fee is aot now charged.”

In 
clear wéather the air may be composed 
of vertical layers ‘of differing consist 
ency, and the sound: waves are re 
fletted from the surfaces of the lay “s. 
Probably. they are.atso refracted in 
passing through the several layers. 
Currents of warm ascending air form 
in one place and currents of cold de- 
scending air form in others. Thus the 
atmosphere may be very transparent 
optically and very opaque acoustically.

APPLES CAN BE GROWN 


Will Produce Varlety 


‘I believe tLat there are great open- 
ings on the prairies for murket gar- 
dening in supplying the cities and 
3mall town3 with vegetables. The dif- 
fieulty igs that those who are. interest- 
ed in that line have, largely gone to 
other pro inces, but the need is just 
as gre.t‘in this province for fresh 


vegetables, gree re be grown just|’ 


as well hero as anywhere else in the 
Dominion.” ‘ 

This is the opinion of W. T. Ma 
coun, Dominion horticulturist, who 
has been visiting tho western experl- 
menta] farms, and is staying at the 
Royal Alexandra. Mr. Macoun took 
quite an optimistic view of' conditions 
as to horticulture throughout the 
west. Wheh asked about fruit-grow- 
ing on the prairies, anc the oft-ex- 
pressed view that tree fruit cannot be 
grown on the prairies, Mr. Macoun 
said that the fact that crab app':s 
could be gréwn so successfully ' was 
proof to him that apples could be 
grown, if they were properly culti- 
vated. In his tour of the west, Mr. 
Macoun found that fruit trees had 
gone through ‘he winter better than 
usual. Prospects were getting better 
all the time, and before very long they 
would have rival varieties of apples 
from the prairie provinces. He 
thought that the trouble had been 
that there had been so few interested 
in fruit trees. The people often did 
not seem to have horticultural in- 
stincts. The Dominion hortivlturist 
mentioned the fact that A. B. Steven- 
son, of Morden, raised large quanti- 
ties of app'es, which showed that they 
could be grown. 

Mr. Macoun has visited tha farms at 
Indian Head, Scott, Rosthern, Bran- 
don, Agassiaz, and Sidney, B.C., on his 
present trip. He held that Southern 
Manitoba and Southern Alberta were 
the best prairie sections in promise 
for fruit trees.

Since I. have 
been at the admiralty many more 
lives have been lost in the submarines 
than in the air service. Though there 
is an element of risk in flying it is 
not undue or excessive. ‘ ° 

We are talking as hopefully—more 
hopefully—of flying. the Atlantic as 
people talked ‘four years ago of fly- 
ing the channel. I am bound to say 
I think an attempt to fly the Atlantic 
is in present circumstunces prema- 
ture, and an undue element of risk 
appears to be attached to any such 
enterprise; but the progress has been 
enormous, and we cannot’doubt that 
in the near future we shall see heavy 
aeroplanes and great airships making 
voyages as a matter of common ex- 
perience which nowadays we should 
look upon as a Most extraordinary 
accomplishment.
